Every town and ward in the county 


was represented at the Republican 
convention held here yesterday after- 
noon, some of them by proxy. 
The 


convention was called to order by A. 
W. Sanborn, chairman of the county 
committee, who read the list of those 
entitled to seats in the convention,all 
being residents of their respective 
towns or wards, except P. N. Peterson, 
who held a proxy from Carson, J. J. 
Kelson one from Hull, Geo. F. Heb- 
ard one from Stockton, J. O. Ray- 
mond one from Stevens Point, and J. 
H. Eedfleld one from the 1st ward of 
the ci ty. The town of New Hope hav- 
ing elected but two delegates,-whereas 
they were entitled to four, it was pro- 
posed by the committee on credentials 
that G. E. McDill be allowed to repre- 
sent that town with one vote. 
This 


was opposed by P. N. Peterson, after 
F. B. Lamoreux had made a motion 
to adopt the report. An attempt to 
withdraw this motion, after debate, 
was declared out of order. 
The mo- 


tion was then lost by a vote of 17 to 
35, and the two regularly elected dele- 
gates from that town were given two 
votes each, the report as amended 
being adopted. 
At this time some 


sarcastic remarks were directed at 
Mr. McDill, and that gentleman put 
on his hat and left the court room. 
Upon motion P. N. Peterson, of Am- 
herst, was made chairman of the 
meeting, and S. Haven, also of the 
same town, secretary. 
Upon taking 


the chair Mr. Peterson thanked the 
convention for the great honor con- 
ferred, and said that despite predic- 
tions to the contrary about one year 
ago, the Republican party is still 
alive and out for honors. F. B. Lam- 
oreux introduced a resolution endors- 
ingthe candidacy of D. Lloyd Jones 
for the office of attorney general, and 
Dr. John Phillips for that of senator of 
the 21sfc senatorial district, and pro- 
posing to use all honorable means to 
secure their nomination. The resolu- 
tion also provided that Messrs. Jones 
and Phillips, together with the chair- 
man and two other members to be 
appointed by him, select 5 delegates 
to the state convention, and 8 to the 
senatorial convention, and that the 
latter three select five delegates to 
congressional convention. The resol- 
ution was adopted, and F. B. Lam- 
oreux and Wm. Pipe named as the 
balance of the committee. 
After a 


recess of about five minutes, the con- 
vention again assembled, when Mr. 
Lamoreux moved that G. E. McDill 
be allowed a vote, but the latter gen- 
tleman was not present. 
The com- 


mittee recommended that delegates 
be elected as follows : 


State convention—A. W. Sanborn, 


F. B. Lamoreux, J. J. Nelson, C. H. 
Grant, R. D. Eood. 


Senatorial convention—J. O. Ray- 


mond, F. Iluntlv, W. L. Arnott, Benj. 
Fleming, E. D. Frost, E. McGlachlin, 
Wm. Carley, V. P. Atwell. 


Congressional convention—Frank 


Wheelock, Thos. Ramsdale, Moses 
Peareau, Jos. Springer, P. N. Peterson. 


Dr. Webster, of Amherst, moved 


that the name of S. Haven be put in 
place of J. J. Nelson, stating that the 
regularly elected delegation from that 
town had been entirely ignored, and 
while there was nothing personal in 
this matter, he believed some of those 
whom his town had sent here should 
be recognized. This proposition was 
opposed by Mr. Lamoreux, and it was 
lost by a vote of 38 to 16. 
The re- 


commendation of the committee was 
then adopted. A motion giving the 
delegates to the congressional conven- 
tion power of substitution, and allow- 
ing Messrs. Jones and Phillips the 
privilege of filling any vacancies that 
might occur in the other delegations, 
was carried. 


The county committee for the en- 


suing two years was named as follows:

Mr. Jones was then called on to ad- 


dress the convention, saying that re-

Death of Matthew Heffron. 


In the death of Matthew Heffron, 


which occured at his home in Stock- 
ton, seven miles east of this city, at 
6 o'clock last Saturday morning, one 
of the-best known, most honorable 
and highly esteemed residents of this 
county has passed away. Mr. Ileffron 
was a strong, robust man, weighing 
over two hundred pounds, and when 
taken sick on Monday of last week, 
grave fears for his recovery were not 
felt until a day or two before the end, 
which came very suddenly and was 
the result of pneumonia, which ai- 
fected both lungs. 


Matthew Heffron was born in the 


city of Kilkenny, County Kilkenny, 
Ireland, and was 64 years of age. 
He 


came to this country when about 18 
years of age, coming soon afterwards 
to Stevens Point. Four years there- 
after he was married, and took up his 
residence on the farm where he passed 
the remainder of his days, and which 
was then an almost unbroken wilder- 
ness. 
By constant and untiring in- 


dustry, and with the 
marvelous 


strength and endurance that he 
possessed, he soon worked out a good 
farm, which was added to as years 
rolled by "and he had long been in 
affluent circumstances. 
This, how- 


ever, did not cause him to remain idle, 
and even during the presenjt season he 
took an active and leading part in the 
farm work. The deceased gentleman 
was known to nearly all the residents 
of the county, by whom he was much 
admired for his sterling worth, un- 
questionable honesty and kind, noble 
disposition. 
He was a worthy bus- 


band, devoted father, unselfish neigh- 
bor and exemplary citizen, and the 
loss that his family and the com- 
munity has sustained in his death is 
great. 
A wife and seven children are 


left. The children are Martin, Daniel 
and John and the Misses Kate, Nora, 
Bridgett and Lizzie.

SHATTERED BY LIGHTNING 


The Beildenoe of PoatmMt«r Finon, om 


Main Street, Left in a Bony Con- 


dition—No one Injured. 


Mrs. E. R. Week, Miss Merle and 


Johnnie Finch and Mrs. Week's child- 
ren had an almost miraculous escape 
from instant death, during the storm 
lastSaturday morning. A bolt of light- 
ning struck the electric light wires 
on Main street in front of the home 
of Postmaster John Finch, and when 
it came to the guide wire leading into 
Finch's yard, ran down the wire and 
pole and entered the house by plough- 
inga furrow fully four inches in depth 
through the ground. 
Entering the 


building on the west side, the bolt 
seems to have separated into several 
parts, as two or more small holes were 
made through the plaster in every 
room in the house, with the exception 
of the west room on the first floor. 
Seven of the eight lights in the west 
window were shattered, the sash 
ruined, and in fact the whole side of 
the building seemed to be wrecked. 
This room also presented a sorry ap- 
pearance, the baseboard on the west 
side having been forced out of place 
and broken in twain; large pieces 
of plaster were knocked from 
the 


sides and ceiling, and the latter broken 
in several places. The appearance of 
the other roornS corresponded with 
this one, but to a lesser extent. 
In 


coming down the guide pole, the light- 
ning made a ridge in the pole about the 
size of an ordinary lead pencil. 
Mrs. 


Week was sitting in the middle room 
when the bolt struck, and as a matter of 
course was considerably stunned, but 
as soon as she realized what had hap- 
pened, a mother's instinct asserted it- 
self and her first thought was for the 
safety of her little ones. The children 
had been playing on the rear porch, 
and were found to be uninjured, al- 
though very badly frightened. 
Miss 


Merle Finch, Mrs. Week's sister, was 
sitting near the east window on the 
second floor, and escaped as luckily as 
the others. Lightning came into her 
room from the west, divided in two 
parts, one part making its exit just 
above the young lady's bead, while 
the rest of the fluid tore a hole 
through the south wall and ran along 
the kitchen roof for several feet. The 
woodwork ignited in several places, 
but the fires were put out before any 
particular damage resulted from that 
source. 


The damage to Mr. Finch's house, 


furniture, wearing apparel, etc., will 
amount ,to nearly $500, but the loss is 
covered by policies for $1,500 in Buck- 
ingham &Engberry's agency. Among 
the articles ruined was a fine folding 
bed, which was literally cut into kindl- 
ing wood. 
Our worthy postmaster 


will also be compelled to purchase new 
wearing apparel throughout, all of his 
clothes being destroyed. 


Chas. Packard has taken the job of 


repairing the house, and now has a 
crew of carpenters at work there. 


After the alarm of fire had been 


turned in, hose company No. 1 respond- 
ed in their usual double-quick time. 
When at the corner of Main and Di- 
vision streets, Chas. Kobela, one of 
the firemen, jumped off to attach the 
hose to the hydrant, but not having 
the usual assistance on account of 
two of the other boys being at dinner, 
he fell on the pavement and was 
dragged quite a distance before the 
team could be stopped. 
Charley hung 


onto the hose, nevertheless, and as a 
consequence his right leg and right 
hand are badly bruised. The accident 
will probably lay him up a couple of 
weeks. 


The same flash of lightning caused 


a little commotion at the residence of 
N. Gross, on Main street, Miss Alice 
receiving a shock that stunned her 
for a few moments, and Mrs. Gross' 
face being perceptibly swollen in a 
short time thereafter. 
One or two 


small holes were also made in the 
walls. 


Mrs. Frank Clark, whose home is 


next door to the B'inch residence, was 
also badly shocked, being partly un- 
conscious for an hour or more.

A. PRESIDENT AS8AHSUTATED. 
M. Marie Francois Sadi Curnot, 


president of the French republic was 
assassinated at Lyons, last Sunday 
evening, by an Italian named Cesare 
Giovanni Santo, who stabbed the 
president while he was riding in his 
carriage to a gala performance. 
The 


Time was committed at 9:25 o'clock 
and he died at 12<45 Monday morning. 
The most intense excitement has been 
caused everywhere in France by the 
terrible deed. The assassin very nar- 
rowly escaped lynching, but was fin- 
ally lodged in jail. 
The president 


was visiting Lyons in connection with 
he international exhibition. 
After 


spending some time at the exhibition 
he proceeded to the Palais de Com- 
merce, where a banquet was given in 
his honor. At 9:25 o'clock he started 
'or the theater, where a gala per- 
formance was to be given because of 
iis presence in the city. 
Several 


carriages were in the procession, the 
first one being occupied by the presi- 
dent. 
M. Carnot's carriage was 


driven slowly along in front of the 
Palais of Commerce, and then turned 
nto Rue de la Republique, still fol- 
owing the facade of the palace. 


When half way down the street, 


which was lined with 
enthusiastic 


;rowds of people who were loudly 
heering, a man rushed out of the 
crowd and sprang upon the step of 


e president's landau. 
Just at this 


moment M. Carnot was waving his 
right hand and saluting with his hat 
n his left hand in response to the 
ovation that was being given him by 
ihe crowd. 
The people close to the 


carriage saw that the man standing 
on the step had a knife in his hand. 
By the glare of the electric lights they 
saw the bright blade gleam in the 
air. 
As the assassin's arm descended, 


President Carnot was seen to fall back 
in his seat, his face deathly pale. 
One of his hands was pressed over hi 
aeart where the steel had entered the 
body. 
M. Rivaud, prefect of Lyons, 


who was seated beside M. Carnot, 
immediately struck the assassin a 
blow full in the face, and knocked him 
from the step, thus preventing the 
man from again stabbing the presi- 
dent, which it was his evident inten- 
tion to do. 
The assassin, who is an 


Italian anarcnist, about 22 years of 
age, has declined to talk, but says he 
will do so when brought before the 
tribunal. There is much excitement 
in Lyons and throughout France, and 
many of the Italian residents have 
been forced to flee for their lives, after 
having their property destroyed. 


IT is reported that a certain organ- 


isation known as the A. P. A.'s wil] 
endeavor to have a hatiu in the con- 
gressional convention in this city, to- 
morrow, and that each lodge in the 
district will have two representatives 
here. This is one of the supposed se- 
crets that have got out, but it comes 
to the writer-from pretty good author- 
ity.

SISTEES OF CHAEITY. 


TKiS COUNTRY HAS SIXTEEN PROT- 


ESTANT SISTERHOODS. 


CoaveuU. MlMloiu, free UwpltaU Mad 


llouw* of Mercy— Kale* aud Dally Bon- 
tlne—Strpt ot Aduilnalon m» Visitor, Pos- 
tulant, Novice, Profvuwd SI«Ur. 
It is not generally known perhaps that 


there nro many sisterhooda outsido tho 
Roman church. 


As a matter of fact, there arc 1C separate 


orders in this country— Protestant Blstcr- 
hoods, they uro called. Tho conditions of 
memlMjrshlp in these sisterhoods are very 
similar to those imposed for admission 
into the Itoman Catholic orders. 


There must !x) apparent a divine voca- 


tion for this both active and contempla- 
tive life, this llfo of -work and of prayer, 
of sllenco and of meditation, and there 
must bo ample time allowed to test tho vo- 
cation, ordinarily at least 2% years. 


The Order of Rt. Mary's Is tho most 


widely known and tho oldest sisterhood In 
this country, with tho exception of two 
English orders recently affiliated as Inde- 
pendent branches iu this city. 


If a lady wishes to join the Order of St. 


Mary's, for Instance, she must first spend 
A month In one of the charitable institu- 
tions in which tho sisters work. She is 
then called a visitor. She takes part in 
all the religious devotions of the house, a 
chiipul perfectly appointed, In every way 
being connected with every establishment 
in the sisters' charge, and she assists In the 
charitable work. She wears a cap, but is 
otherwise clothed In her usual attire. 


At tho end of Mils month she goes to St. 


Gabriel's, tho convent at Pcekskill. Hero 
site assumes tho plain block dress, deep 
whlto linen collar and close cap which dis- 
tinguish tho postulant's dress. Her pro- 
bation aa a postulant lusts six months. 
During this time slio has every opportuni- 
ty to judge for licrsclf as to whether she 
likes her now mode of life, and, what Is 
also important, tho Bisters of tho commu- 
nity have un opportunity of judging 
whether tho postulant has a vocation for 
tho state of lifo to which she believes her- 
Bolf called. 


At tho end of six months she Is formally 


proposed to tho Bisters by tho mother su- 
perior as wanting to become a religious (to 
uso tho technical term)nnd to be admitted 
to a closer and further trial of tho lifo to 
vfhich, if sho is deemed suited, sho is ad- 
mitted na a novice. She drops her sur- 
name and henceforth is addressed as Sinter 
Mary or whatever her Christian namo 
tuny be. 


In llomau Catholic convents it is only 


the lay or working sisters there who at- 
tend to tho domestic arrangements who 
ore called " sister. " Tho superiors of tho 
different houses arc called "mother," tho 
surname being retained, and those next 
in authority arc addressed as "madam. " 
But in Protestant sisterhoods both lay and 
clioir mouibcrH are designated by tho com- 
mon title ''slsicr." 


Two years at least jmist bo spout in tho 


novitiate, and often tho time is extended, 
for HO ono can become professed or made 
a special member of tho order until sho Is 
25 years of ago. During this tlrno sho Is 
carefully Instructed by tho mistress of 
novices In tho duties sho may bo called to 
perform. Tho rule o£ tho ordor is given 
her to read, and it la perfectly explained 
to lier. 


It after such testing she still wishes to 


become a inumbcr o£ tho order — until tho 
very moment, sho makes her vows sho Is 
freo to return to her family — sho is ad- 
mitted by a formal service. Sho enters 
thus a flxod state of llfo, believed to bo of 
God, fixing her destiny, which Is therefore 
regarded as lifelong. 


In many communities It is tho custom 


to tafco these vows periodically and renew 
them at intervals of three or four years. 


This docs not suppose that a sister's 


stato is on this account regarded as tem- 
porary, but it only shows that there Is no 
desire to constrain by outward force those 
who Imvo given themselves to n, llfo of 
work for tho poor as a freo will offering. 


During probation tho work of tho postu- 


lant, or novice, will be cither In tho school, 
In tho einbroulory room, or she will bo on- 
gaged in housekeeping duties. When sho 
Is a professed or choir sister, sho leaves 
tho convent ami Is sent to some of tho oth- 
er houses either UH nurse lu ono of tho hos- 
pitals or ns a teacher In ono of tho schools. 
Her llfo henceforth is one of active sympa- 
thy and charity with poverty and suffer- 
ing and training of tho young, of helpful 
ministrations among tho penitent, tho 
profligate, tho friendless and tho helpless. 
All this and moro enters into tho lifo of a 
sister of charity. 
It Is a llfo givon for 


lives. 


Tho dailyroutinoot a sister's lifo — what 


la It? 


It, is simple, regular and ensily observ- 


Cu. Tho seven canonical hours aro observ- 
ed by brief services In tho chapel. It Is 
not always possible for tho sisters to at- 
tend oach service— their duties may pre- 
vent them from doing so — but there aro 
always at least -'two or three gathered to- 
gether, ' ' and tho office is read by tho sis- 
ter superior or by tho ono next in author- 
it}'. 


Tho chaplain, or priest, comes in only 


onco a day, for tho communion service nt 
7 o'clock. There is always a sister in 
charge of tho chapel or oratory. Sho Is 
called tho sacristan, and upon her devolve 
many duties. Sho must sea that tho chap- 
el Is kept In perfect order, tho proper vest- 
ments must be laid out each day, tho altar 
linen attended to and tho bell rung for 
oach service. Tho cautrli leads tho sing- 
Ing at all the services, while tho organist 
la required to bo in her place only at ves- 
pers. At other times there Is singing 
without tho organ accompaniment. 


The uliter'g garb, or habit, U very much 


tho Mme for each order. There is the plain 
black or dark blue forgo drew, the black 
girdle, with its three heavy knots, signify- 
ing poverty, celibacy and obedience; the 
Whlto llnon collar and a cross worn over 
It, and tho close fitting linen cap. No 
great austerity in the matter of diet la 
practiced. All Friday* In tho year aro 
days of fasting, and all vigils of high fes- 
tival days, fiko Ascension day, for In- 
etaQCtt, aro kept as days of abstinence.— 
New York Sun.

Ho has 
written a number of books, including ''In- 
fluence of Sou Power Upon History," 
"The Gulf and Inland Waters," "Life of 
Admiral Farrngut," etc. Of these, " In- 
fluence of Son, Power Upon History," in 
two volumes, luis given Win a reputation 
among naval exports as tho greatest au- 
thority on naval tactics in tho world. So 
•when ho sailed up the Thames n few wnoks 
ago Captain Mnlmn found that his furno 
had preceded him. All England had read 
his''Sen Power," and tho Chicago was 
crowded with visitors, and its officers wore 
dined and entertained as AmoT'c;-.ji sailors 
hod never been before in tho British me- 
tropolis.

Major Edmund N. Morrill, tho Eopub 


llcau candidate for governor of Kansas, 
first attained a national reputation iu 
Speaker Heed's congress, when ho was 
chairman of tho pension committee and 
drafted tho pension law now in force, 
which bean his name. Bo has long been 
prominent in G. A. B. councils and in

veterans. Ho served eight years an ropro- 
Bentivc and retired in 1800, declining a re- 
nomlnation. 


Major Morrill was born in Cumberland 


county, Mo., Feb. 12, 1881. Ho was edu- 
cated at the Wostbrook academy and 
learned tlio tanner's trade, but later be- 
came n teacher. While a member of the 
Wcfltbrook school board In March, 1850, ho 
examined tho application of a teacher, 
Thomas B. Kcod, authorized him to teach, 
and thus started tho name of ex-Speaker 
Reed on tho way to prominence. 


Lato In 1850 Mr. Morrill arrived in Kan- 


sas and settled near tho present Kite of 
Hiawatha, his home. He Invented all his 
money and credit in a sawmill, which 
soon was burned, and his fine land claim 
had to l>o sold to pay tho debt. Ho was 
sent by tho froe state men to tho first free 
state legislature, and one o.f his first efforts 
was to embrace in tho now state of Kanna.4 
all tho liest part of the present state of Ne- 
braska. 


In 1801 ho enlisted In tho Seventh Kan- 


sas cavalry. 
Ho served through tho war 


and was mustered out with the rank of n 
major. 
After the war ho turned his at- 


tention to real estate and banking, and in 
these pursuits ho has bcpn successful. Ho 
served from 1872 to 1870 in tho state sen- 
ate. Two years ago he was a candidate for 
the gubernatorial nomination, but was de- 
feated by "Farmer" A. VV. Smith, who in 
turn was defeated at tho polls. '' Farmer'' 
Smith supported Major Morrill this year.
